The two Britannia’s returned to England with 89 British 
Artillery-men who recently completed howitzer gun tests on the prairies, 


The Royal Scots to Churchill 


for month of deep freeze training 


brought the Scots to Canada Wed- 
nesday airlifted 89 officers and 
men of ‘K’ (Hondeghem) Battery, 
Royal Artillery back home to their 
base at Perham Down, England. 

The Tommy gunners recently 
ended five weeks on the prairies, 
cold testing six Italian-designed 
105 millimetre pack howitzers 
which they brought here by air 
transport. from England, in No- 
vember, 

They'll have a month in Eng- 
land before taking off for Libya 
and eight-weeks of desert training. 

Major Jim Coxall, commander 
of the Artillery battery, sald the 
trip to Canada had provided every- 
thing they came for. 

“We did a lot of cold weather 
firing with the guns on the Camp 
Shilo ranges,” he said, “and we're 
satisfied they'll operate efficiently 
in any cold zone we're sent to.” 

The Battery is part of Britain's 
Strategic Reserve Force and is 
used for police and brush duty 
in. troubled areas, 

Major Coxall said the hot wea- 
ther desert trials in Libya would 
complete all unit testing on the 
guns. P 

During their stay in Canada the 
British Artillerymen made a 1,600- 
mile round-trip to Calgary from 
Camp Shilo and displayed the air- 
portable guns for audiences in 
Regina and Calgary.

If you're hitting the broom with 
your in-turn, you will. notice 
that you have kept the. rock 
close to your body. This gives 
you control'of the rock, because 
you. are able to keep the stone 
in a straight line with the skip’s 
broom. ek, 

Take note the next time you 
throw your. out-turn, and you 
| will find that you do hold the 
| stone in as close to your body 
| as you should. This results in 
| the \tendency to round-house 

the rock . .. that’s to say, in 

a loose semi-circle fashion. 


The solution for your out-° 
turn, then, is to keep the stone 
reasonably tight to the body in 
both your backswing and your 
forward swing, 

It is quite easy then to swing 
the rock fully out in front of 
you, straight out at the broom, 
in the very same fashion as you 
do, the in-turn. 

From the outset, it isn’t so 
easy to do this with your out- 
turn and most people have the 
pame tendency. So just watch

Boiling water, strong bleaches, 
wrong detergents, an elderly 
washing machine that catches 
and tears fabrics, to say nothing 
of overheating. dryers that liter- 


_ ally “cook” special fabric fin- 


ishes — some consumers appear 
to use them all. 


Do the houswives blame them- 

selves or their implements of 
torture?’ They do not. They 
march the sad results right 
back to the store which returns 
same to the manufacturer, who 
in turn takes it up with his fab- 
ric supplier. 


Not all housewives who mis- 
takenly put a pair of dark wool 
socks in the machine along with 
the white things and bleach, will 
blame the manufacturer, but 
there are enough who do to 
make everyone concerned very 
cautious. Some of the most 
thoroughly washable fabrics are 
thus carefully labelled “hand 
washable”. 


Boiling clothes to get them 
clean belongs to horse and buggy 
days. Unfortunately, so does the 
clean fresh air and sunshine that 
really did the job for house- 
wives. With today’s automatic 
washer and drier, the family 
laiindry may never get on the 
line outdoors from one year's 


/ end to the other. 


Chlorine bleach, if used strong 
enough and often enough, will 
rot any fibre and damage the 
fastest dyes. Bleach will also 
turn some pure-white, man-made 
fibres a hideous yellow and will 
attack the rubber in elastic, and 
otherwise damage special fin- 
ishes designed to lighten the 
housewives’ load, 


Despite its hazards, bleach is 
used regularly in the wash 
water on the false assumption 
that the more that is used the 
whiter the wash. Properly used 
in laundering these bleaches un- 
doubtedly improve the appear- 
ance of off-white cottons and 
some types of synthetic fabrica. 
They should, of course, never be 
used for woollens or silks, 


Drip dry means just what it 
says. Fabrics which have been 
either chemically treated or 
heat set to retain their original 
shape, should not be put through 
a wringer or dryer. The wringer 
puts creases in, the heat of the 
dryer may break down the 
finish and the result will be drip 
and droop. 


Some women find ‘easy care’ 
fabrics hard to believe, and in- 
sist on treating them in the old- 
tashioned harsh ways which de- 
feat their purpose. A dyestuffs 
expert recently commented on 
the psychology involved in this 
situation, Because of modern op- 
tical dyes, he said, there really 
are household detergents that 
make white washes’ whiter and 
colors brighter. Women wouldn't 
really believe this, at first, and 
refused to throw away their old-

* In the course of covering the week's 


news in the 52 weeks of the yeor we attend 
countless meetings. The degree of efficiency 
with which a meeting is conducted ranges the 
gamut of inefficient to efficient. ; 


Few people have ever studied the rules 
of procedure when they are suddenly thrust 
into a presidegcy or chairmanship. At this 
season, just prior to the new year when offi- 
cers are being elected, it would seem there 
should be a Short Course for: Presidents-to-be. 
It could do much for the conduct of club and 
organizational business meetings and be a 
very welcome help to those entrusted with the 
responsibility of office. 

We don't propose to offer any such 
course byt we've often noticed how amend- 
ments to amendments to motions will often 
bow! over the most calm and collected chair- 
man, A recent bank news letter suggests how 
to handle the amendments without a fumble. 

A first amendment is easy to handle: it 
must not say ‘no’ to the metion, but only vary 
it in some detail; it must not introduce entirely 
new matter (which belongs in new motions); 
it may leave out certain words, add certain 
words, or delete certain words and replace 
them by others. These same rules apply to an 
amendment of the amendment. 

, Suppose someone makes a motion to give 
$100" to the Society of Ancient and Antique 

Bell Ringers. 
The amendment is to delete $100" and 


substitute $150". The ammendment to the 
amendment is to delete ‘'$150" and substitute 
"$50 at this time and $100 spread over the 
next five months.” 


You call for a vote on the amendment to 
the amendment. If it carries, then the main 
motion is automatically carried as amended 
by the double amendment, If It is defeated, 
you call for a vote on the amendment. If it 
carries, the original motion is carried as 


amended, If the. amendment is defeated, you - 


put the original motion. 


Got it? If not, try again, because fumbl- 
ing with amendment throws a lot of meetings 
into confusion. 


You can dig deeper into the rules of 
pd@iamentary procedure, which govern all 
meetings by consulting Beauchesne's ‘‘Proce- 
dure at Meetings in Canada” (1954) or 
Bourinot's “Rules of Order’’ (1924). 

And incidentally to those who are ap- 
pointed press reporters could we urge an 
interesting article including the highlights be 
prepared for this newspaper immediately fol- 
lowing the event. This paper produces the 
only completely local news package every 
week and your organization's representation 
is largely dependent on you, 

Now we're all set for another 52 weeks 
of efficient or inefficient meetings. Best of luck 
to those in positions of responsibility in the 
new year. You play a vital role In the affairs 
of a community, be it rural or urban.

Claresholm Local Press 


A novel explanatiog of the rising price 
of beef in the United States has been advanced 
by the Wall Street Journal. That paper finds 
that one important reason for the rise is the 
increasing use of plastics. With prosperity 
among consumers the demand for beef. has 
risen and normally this would have an up- 
ward effect on prices, as the raisers of beef 
find themselves in a sellers’ market; but there 
is more to the price situation than the simple 


working of the law of supply and demand, 


The big packing houses, which figure their 
profits on the basis of what they can get for 
the whole animal after it is separated into 
meat products and by-products, find that the 


demand for beef hides has dropped sharply 
in recent years, They have to sell the hides 
at lower prices than they could get a few 
years ago, and to make up their profitable 
price ‘on the’ whole steer, they have had to 
get more for steaks and roasts. One has only 
to look around to see that the explanation 
is plausible, Plastics have displaced leather 
in luggage, women's handbags, upholstery 
for furniture and cars and even in some shoes. 
The leather manufacturers used to boast that 
many of the consumers who used to buy 
leather goods are now satisfied with the imi- 
tations. It is they who Indirectly, are respon- 
sible for having to pay more for beef.

Quebec, and a budget which called for hasty 
retreat, 


Still the Liberals held their heads and 
began to do some of the things that had to 
4 done. ‘Young Paul Hellyer slashed defense 

ending. MacEachern led the St. Lawrence 
dock hands back to work and put the Inter- 
national, Seafarers Union under trusteeship. 
Walter Gordon gave the nation a winter house 
building boom, while Mitchell Sharp sold more 
prairie wheat than any man before’ in history. 


It became increasingly evident as the 
year wore on that devaluation of the Cana- 
dian dollar, forced upon the Diefenbaker 
Government because of changing conditions 
and its confused monetary policies, now was 
a major reason for Canada's new round of 
prosperity. As 1963 came to a close Canada 
was selling more things abroad than she was 
buying. We were now making a profit on our 
international trade,

Meanwhile Saskatchewan was enjoying 
the best year in her history. The Government 
of Saskatchewan appeared to be taking, in 
money foster than she could spend it, and 
governments have o way of spending money 
quickly, 

Almost everything went well in Saskat- 
chewan in 1963. A record wheat crop poured 
into elevators. Oil production zoomed ahead. 
Potash came out of the: ground in a growing 
volume, while a steel mill and pipe plant in 
Regina made a big fat profit a year after 
some prophets of doom and gloom had said 
it was a white elephant . 

Meanwhile the Government of Saskat- 
chewan was out doing things the people of 
Saskatchewan had been dreaming about for 
many generations, The hand of Premier Wood- 
row Lloyd appeared to be gaining strength 
as he, set his sights on the inevitable June 
election of 1964, 

There had been a time in 1962 when the 
Government of Saskatchewan, faced by a 
medical care crisis, had almost been brought 
to its knees. The people of Saskatchewan were 
in @ nervous state, but through the crisis 
Woodrow Lloyd had somehow held his head, 
while many around him were slithering back 
and forth. Somehow this challenge showed 
his strength, and-he seems to have been 
growing ever since. 

He is, however, faced by the largest and 
most vocal opposition that any CCF Govern- 
ment has faced in its years of power in . 
Saskatchewan, Ross Thatcher is an able poli- 
tician and-he has with*him some experienced 
MLA's. Thatcher has resurrected the Liberal 
Party, pumped it full of new blood and new 
finances. He leads a parfy which has the 
ability to govern if it somehow discovers a 
formula to win the election, 

Thus the impending clash between Lloyd 
and Thatcher in the next provincial election 
will be one of the great political stories in 
Saskatchewan's colorful history. In the 19 
years since the CCF came to power in this 
province there have been mighty changes. 
Today we are quickly becoming a “have” 
province. Our farmers are among the richest 
in the nation, Our resources ore pouring mil- 
lions into our provincial treasury. We ore 
suddenly enjoying a golden era, 

Against such a@ background of success 
there naturally comes a turning point in the 
mind of average voter. Radicalism no 
longer holds the mass oppeal, and yet how 
can a leoperd change its spots?

dents have no worries; it’s the 
survivor who ~suffers,” warned 
Assistant Commissioner A. W. 
Parsons of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police.

Secondly, March of Dimes funds are 
kept in Saskatchewan, to be used for the 
handicapped of this province —— for the dis- 
abled persons in your own community, Admini- 
stered by the S.C.C.C.A., a voluntary agency, 
90 percent of the total budget is returned to 
the handicapped of Saskatchewan to provide 
services they would otherwise be denied. 

At the S,C.C.C.A, Headquarters in Saska- 
toon, clients are first assessed for their poten- 
tial rehabilitation. From there they are taught 
to use their abilities, simple though they may 
be at first, until they are able to seek some 
kind of employment. 

Some adults remain in the Sheltered 
WelRshops in Saskatoon or Regina where the 
pace is geared to their own ability, in the 
ceramic shop, in the woodwork shop, sewing, 
bookbinding, etc. Many graduate to join the 
province's labour force and take their place 
as wage earners and useful citizens. 

The March of Dimes also provides for 
the Travelling Clients, a group of specialists 
who travel to 13 areas of the province to 
assess and assist those in need of treatment. 
Loan poolsrprovide wheelchairs and crutches 
{at nominal fees); the transport system pro- 
vides 15 specially equipped buses to operate 
from five centres in the province, 

These and many other services depend 
on the March of Dimes contributions to keep 
in operation, Each year more and more people 
come through the doors of the S.C.C.C.A, for 
help to lead a better and’ more productive 
life.

New reading 
project

Some years ago there was a great stir 
of public interest in how reading was taught 
in the public schools. Popular books on the 
subject had a wide sale. Why, it was com- 
monly. asked at parent-teacher sessions and 
similar gd@therings, can’t my boy (or girl) 
read? There was a widespread feeling that the 
schools had somehow failed. 

Though public interest has waned — in 
its spread, at least, if not in its intensity among 
those who continue to be concerned — leaders 
In education to the problems of teaching child- 
ren to read. This is as it should be. For read- 
ing is the basic tool of most learning in our 
word-oriented society. Without it small pro- 
gress can be mode in other fields. 

It is interesting that a nationwide research 
project to determine the best way to teach 
children to read is being launched in the 
United States:\Plans for this important under- 
taking were made public by Dr. Francis lanni, 
director of the U.S, Office of Education's co- 
operative research branch, at the annual 
meeting of the National Council of Teachers 
of English. Many of its members will partici- 
pate in a massive attack on this vital problem. 

The problem is complicated, as every- 
one knows, by the somewhat erratic nature 
of the English language. If the child is 
taught by the look-say method, for example, 
memorizing words by the way they look 
phonetically, what is he to make of the ilo- 
gical variation of sound in such words as 
cough, bough, dough, through, tough and 
though? Even the word “read” itself has two 
pronunciations and varied meanings. 

Although much reseerch has already been 
done, no generally accepted answer has yet 
been given to the question: What method, 
or combination. of methods, is best? The 
present undertaking may help bring an 
answer,

“All the fun Of the fair”-—-how 
those words conjure up a vision of 
bumper cars and ferris wheels! 

But we only acquired these lively 
inventions during the last century, 
although fairs have existed for 
thousands of years, 

And so, what were those early 
fairs without their gay round- 
abouts? 

It seems that religious festivals 

t the ancient world, in 
the Middle East, in Greece, in 
Britain, attracted merchants who 
found among the merry-making 
¢rowds many customers for their 
wares. ; 

In Pre-Christian Britain the 
festivals were held at burial 
mounds and some modern fairs 
atill take place on their old sites 
on. the tops of hills or near earth- 
works. 

The fair at Tan Hill in Wilt- 


shire, for example, dates back to 
the Bronze Age. 

By a gradual process the festi- 
vals turned into fairs. In Christian 
England stalls were set up to sell 
food to pilgrims at the shrine of 
a Saint, and in time stalls for 
other rherchandise followed. 


Wishing to take some of the 
profit, the Church began to grant 
charters, and fairs were still held 
in churchyards in the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth [. 

During the eighth century large 
fairs grew up on’ the Continent of 
Europe, which attracted travellers 
fram many countries. 
PATRONAGE 

This was not, however, the case 
in Britain until after the Norman 
Conquest (1066), when royal de- 
crees ordered that every fair must 
have a charter and pay a toll to 
the King. Under this royal patron- 
age fairs sprang up everywhere. 

Held yearly, these events were 
of great importance to the com- 
munity. They lasted for many 
days, with one day for horse deal- 
ing, one for sheep dealing ‘and so 
on, and people would buy, neces- 
sities to last them a year,’ 

At fair-time, too, a truce was 
declared between warring towns 
and villages, and the fairground 
was the place at which new laws 
wete proclaimed, 

Although the European fairs did 
not’ have the special quality of 
those in the East, with their 
camel loads of gold and silver, 
spices and rare silks, they were 
exciting enough when lords, 
princes and rich abbots could be 
seen buying and selling.

But it was not.all trade. At-

Isade Newton 


GENIUS 
IN FACT 


By HUGH ESSEX 


On Christmas Day 1642 was 
born an English genius who left 
a mark on mathematics and na- 
tural philosophy that remains to 
this day—Isaac Newton. 


in Lincolnshire, died shortly before 
Isaac's birth, and the boy had an 
unsettled childhood. 

From his earliest years he 
proved to be a “lad of his hands”, 
as youngster who was useful about 
the house was called at the time. 


ABSORBED 

He gained youthful fame by 
making water-clocks and sun-dials 
that really worked, 

Mathematics absorbed him. The 
simple fact that two and two made 
four — accepted without a second 


was, to him, of intense signifi- 
cance. 

Two and two would always 
make four, until the end of time: 
it showed that the universe was 
bound by unchangeable laws — 
laws which awaited discovery by 
keen brains such as his own. 

Isaac entered Trinity College, 
Cambridge, in 1661, and obtained 
his Bachelor of Arts degree in 
1665. 

The Great Plague swept England 
in the year the young man gradu- 
ated, and he spent several months 


‘lat his family home ,studying na- 


tural phenomena, notably gravi- 
tation, 

Legend has it that his thoughts 
turned towards this particular 


|problem because he was struck 


smartly on the head by a falling 
apple when -sitting beneath a 
tree. 


The truth of this story is 
questionable, but Newton certainly 
produced a theory of gravitation 
which came to be accepted as a 
main basis of scientific thought 
throughout the centuries. 


MASTERPIECE 


With the typical caution of the 
born investigator, he did not pub- 
lish his findings for 18 years, by 
which time he had verified them 
in every possible detail. 


His written masterpiece, ‘“‘Philo- 
sophiae Naturalis Principia Mathe- 
matic’, which is still regarded as 
a work of profound scholarship by 
scientists all over the world, ap- 
peared in 1687. 


In his later years, Newton de- 
voted most of his energies to the 
public service, though he still en- 
gaged in. research, 

He was knighted by Queen Anne 
j in 1705, died in 1727, and is 
|buried among other great people 
‘in Westminster Abbey.

Our father Image is being forgotten 


Saturday, January 11, will be the 149th 
birthday of Sir John A. MacDonald and we 
would not have been oware of the fact had 
not one Alexander Malcolmson, of Toronto, 
given us a reminder in the form of a brochure 
on “The Great Ganadian", written by Gordon 
Sinclair, In an accompanying letter Mr. Mal- 
colmson indicts the newspapers of Canada 
with some of the responsibility for the fact 
that to most of our young people today, Sir 
John A, Macdonald is almost the “Unknown 
Canadian”. 


For our part we must plead guilty and 


by way of making amends we endorse a 
suggestion of the writer that in 1965, the 


150th anniversary of the chief architect of our 


Confederation should be given due recogni- 


tion. He urges that “appropriate steps be 
taken now, at the three levels of government, 
to make it an event worthy.of the Great 
Canadian and a fitting prelude to the cen- 
tennial of our country”. 5 


At a time when our Confederation is 


being subjected to new strains and when the 


shrill voices of bigotry and prejudice are once 
again being heard in both English and French 
Canada, Mr. Malcolmson continues, Mac- 
donald’s words, spoken in 1861, have a strik- 
ing relevance for Canadians in 1964: 


“Praserve the Union and we become a 
great nation, If | had any influence over the 
minds of the people of Canada, any power 
over their intellect, | would leave them this 
legacy: Whatever you do, adhere to the Union; 
we ore a great country and shall become one 
of the greatest if we preserve it; we shall 
sink into significance and adversity if we 
suffer it to be broken.” ‘ 


In the accompanying brochure, Gordon 
Sinclair reminds us that Macdonald not only 
became the first Prime Adinister of Canada in 
1876: Until his death in 1891 there were 
only five years when he was not Prime 
Minister. Sir John A. was not only the father 
of his country, writes Mr. Sinclair, “but with- 
out Macdonald — and those who stood with 
him — there would be no Canada stretching

from coast to coast today. There would be no 
national economy.” 

As Mr, Sinclair reminds, Macdonald's 
government completed the CPR amid the great- 
est of hardships and thus helped to bind the 
nation-to-be into a coast to coast pattern. We 
quote from his brochure: 


‘Macdonald had to put down rebellion 
and meet the constant cry of secession from 
the Maritimes. He had to feel his way toward 
a national policy with no pattern to guide 
him and few friends to help him. 

“No man in all Canadian political life ever 
stood up to such intense criticism as did Sir 
John. 

“In fact there was a time in 1887 when 
eWery newspaper in Canada, except the Mon- 
treal Gazette, was denouncing Macdonald be- 
couse of his national views and national vision 
of a national Canada. 

“You can't separate the word Macdonald 
from the word national. 


“He refused to compromise and refused 
to surrender his idea and his aim of a Canada 
that stretched from sea to sea. Such was his 
intensely determined Canadianism, 

“Historians agree, as do those Canadians 
who think about it, that without Macdonald 
the vision of Confederation would have dis- 
solved, we would have separated into geo- 
graphical fragments, and much of what is now 
Canada would long ago have been taken over 
by the United States.” 

We agree with Mr. Malcolmson that Mac- 
donald’s massive achievements for the land he 
so dearly loved might be better known if 
more meaningful Canadian history was taught 
in our schools. There might be less of dissen- 
sion, a warmer spirit of unity among the 
Canadian people, if the story of Confederation 
was given greater emphasis in school text 
books. 

And what more acceptable Father Image 
could Canadians find than Sir John A, who 
consistently advocated the bonne entente, the 
building of a nation based on two languages, 
two cultures. 

We are indebted to Mr. Malcolmson for 
this reminder that Canada’s greatest stafesman 
has been too long forgotten.

The following editorial first appeared 10 
years ago, in the February, 1954, issue of 
“Industry”, under the title ‘One Condition’; 


Here's a story about an unusual old fel- 
low. At middle age he was a taxi-driver. 
When he retired from work he was a million- 
aire several, if not many, times over. He didn't 
invent any better mousetrap — he hadn't that 
kind of mind. He didn’t strike oil — he didn’t 
live in that kind of country, He was jus! a 
tough nut who started a business and “kept 
plugging at it and putting every penny he 
could lay his hands on back into its develop- 
ment, - 

When his firm became big enough, he 
started an apprenticeship scheme. In his trade 
at that time, apprentices attended evening. 
classes on three nights a week and the ap- 
prenticeship lasted five years. Then came oa 
time when a duplicate set of classes was 
started, matching the three evenings with one 
complete day. The alternative was at the 
discretion of the employers. This particular em- 
ployer was quite ready to allow his appren- 
tices the day each week from work. But he 
had one condition, namely, that every ap- 
prentice must still take an evening class and, 
if he didn't do so, permission for the day 
classes was refused, 


For his evening class, the lad could take 


any subject he liked on the school cirriculum. 
But he had to take something. “I’m not going 


to do everything for them," the employer said, 
“they've got to show me they want to learn.” 
The first apprentices were bewildered. 
Their courses were covered by the day dlasses 
and anything more seemed a waste of time. 
The personnel manager, however, suggested 
they might take English, cost accountancy, 
industrial history, or economics, and the ap- 
prentices caught on, They even seemed to 
prefer these classes —- possibly because there 
was no examination at the end of them. 
The effect was neither rapidly apparent 
nor world-shattering. But it did come and it 
it was beneficial. In five years the boys 
acquired quite a range of general knowledge. 
They looked ahead, Realizing they would 
need a particular subject to warrant promo- 
tion to foreman, they would repeat if neces- 
sary a course they had previously taken, but 
this time more seriously and, by reason of 
experience, more intelligently. New appren- 
tices sometimes found themselves sitting side 
by side with the craftsmen. Then, as promo- 
tion came, it was even possible to find fore- 
men, craftsmen and apprentices all aftend- 
ing the same class, The effect of such example 
is easy to imagine. 
How many industrial problems could such 
a state of affairs throughout a country relieve? 
it was certainly amazing whet it produced in 
a company where the employer was a funny 
old codger with a “bee in his bonnet” about 
giving away free time,
